Keep Gosset out of police 



The rising price of academic 
journals is forcing McGill libraries 
to make drastic cut-backs in sub- 
scriptions. 

McGill has only avoided diese 
cuts so far by running a deficit, said 
Mike Renshawc, Librarian for 
Preservations and Collections. 

“The journal crisis is a financial 
crisis arising from the inability of 
research libraries to pay the sharply 
increasing annual subscriptioncosts 
for serial publications 
and...journals,” said Renshawc. 

In a report to McG ill Director of 
Libraries Eric Onnsby, Renshawc 
said that, because of inflation, jour- 
nal prices arc rising faster than li- 
brary budgets. 

Subscription expenditures ac- 
counted for 32 percent of the li- 
brary deficit last year, costing a 
total of $720 000. While govern- 
ment assistance has compensated 
for this debt in the past, libraries arc 
already in debt again this year, 
despite the journal cuts. 

The Medical Library has been 
forced to draw on its book budget 
to meet the rising costs. 

A study by the American Asso- 
ciation of Research Libraries has 
found many of the most expensive 
joumalsareputoutbyasmallgroup 
of publishers. 

“These publishers have found 
STM (science, technical and medi- 
cal) journal publ icalion to be a very 
lucrative nitch and nrcclcarly trying 
to comer the market," said Ren- 
shawc. Forcxamplc,thcpriccof77w 
European Journal of Biochemis- 
try, published by Springer Vcrlag, 
has risen over 146 per cent in six 
years, or by $1015. 

Library budgets arc further 
strained as academic fields frag- 
ment and more journals arc required 
to meet their needs. 

Renshawc argued professors arc 
vulnerable because of the “publish 
or perish syndrome." 

“Scholars must publish, and 
publish often, in order to achieve 
tenure, research funding and peer 
recognition,” he said. 

But it is often these same jour- 
nals lliat charge excessive subscrip- 
tion rates. 

According to Ormsby, profes- 
sors could fight excessive costs by 
publishing more in journals with 
lower subscription costs. 

The declining number of jour- 
nals in libraries could have an even 
grcatcrimpactongraduatcstudcnts. 
Rcnshawe noted that, unlike pro- 
fessors who rely on an ‘interna- 
tional grapevine’ for information, 
students must rely solely on jour- 
nals. 

Lee Iverson, president of the 
Post Graduate Students’ Society, 
has been pursuing a goal of “com- 
munity awareness." The G raduates’ 
Society is considering drawing up 
a list of publishers detailing the 
costs of their journals.

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Government should pay for school

Education is the right and 
obligation of every member of 
society. This was the main point of 
a student conference held this 
weekend at l’Université de 
Montréal. 

Les Etats G encra ta 1989 was 
held toanalyze the role of education 
in society and emphasize its 
importance in the face of 
government neglect. 

Organized by the Fédération des 
Etudiantes cl Etudiants du Québec 
(F EQ), the conference was the 



student group's only activity this 
fall. FEEQ was inactive as a lobby 
group in the weeks preceding the 
provincial elections. 

Although the goal was to 
promote involvement in education 
by students and the public and 
private sectors alike, participation 
in the conference was a 
disappointment. 

“It makes you wonder if 
education is still important to 
Québec society," said McGill 
Students’ Society VPcxtcrnalJohn 
Fox. 

Fox was the only panelist at a 



workshop on ‘University and 
Society.’ The workshop was 
intended to include panelists from 
Québec business and community 
groups. 

Since private sector revenues 
arc up to ten times that of the state, 
the role of business in education 
was a major consideration at the 
conference. 

"The interests of die private 
sector would be represented by die 
creation of a better workforce," said 
Fox. "The greatest return of 
university education is in public 
gain.” 



Québcc’s leading student union , 
L’Association Nationale des 
Etudiantes et Etudiants du Quebec 
(ANEEQ), was also represented at 
the conference. ANEEQ 

representatives emphasized 
.ludcnts’rcsponsibililicstosocicty. 

"Students have an obligation to 
participate in both community and 
social organizations," said ANEEQ 
external affairs rep Jeff Begley.

"Education should be a right, 
not a luxury," said Begley. “We 
must find a way to make education 
more democratic and accessible, 
not just financially, but also 
socially.” 

Although tuitions have been 
frozen for two decades, the Liberal 
government has announced its 
intention to raise them substantially, 
possibly as early as the next school 
year.

Pre-med tough competition

McGill graduates who’ve 
aspired to medical school and had 
the door slammed in their face arc 
blam i ng pre-med studen is enteri ng 
McGill’s Faculty of Medicine 
directly from Ccgcp. 

Of 101 places designated for 
QuébcccitizensatMcGill’sSchool 
of Medicine, 50 arc reserved for 
students applying straight out of 
Ccgcp. The remaining places arc 
left to be fought for by the Grads. 

“It is fierce competition," said 
Dean of Medicine Richard Crucss. 

Graduatcscntcring mcdicincarc 
accepted into a four year 
programme. Many have graduated 
from honours programs in 
Physiology, Biochemistry and 
Anatomy. 

Prcmcdical students (Med Ps), 
entering medicine straight from 
Ccgcp, enroll in a five year 
programme, skipping at least two 
years of undergraduate work. They 



arc also exempt from die Medical 
College AdmissionsTcst(MCAT), 
and the $500 preparatory course 
which graduates must complete. 

Some rejected grads think the 
pre-med programme should be 
abolished. 

"I’ve been busting my ass here 
for dircc years and these kids come 
along straight out of Ccgcp," said 
one graduated student. 

The Med P programme was 
created twenty years ago to fill the 
province’s shortage of practitioners. 
The programme provided a shorter 
route to a degree in medicine. 
Previously, a bachelors degree was 
the minimum requirement for all 
students entering medicine. 

The shortage no longer exists, 
according to Crucss, but the 
programme continues to operate 
“because we haven’t had any 
problems with it,” he said. 

Crucss saw no reason to destroy 
the Med P programme. 

“The government saves at lchst 



two years of school financing for 
each Mal P not doing a Bachelors." 
he said. He added these same Med 
Ps would be back in med school 
two years down the line. 

“Without a doubt, the would-be 
Med Ps would be among the best 
candidalcsapplying with Bachelors 
►degrees," he said. 

Crucss doesn’t feel that 
graduates arc necessarily belter 
prepared for a career in médecine, 
even though they arc older, more 
mature andhavchcavicrprcmcdical 
training. 

“Academically, the Med P’s 
graduate out of their med school 
among the top of their classes," 
said Crucss. l ie added there is no 
proof that the lack of an 
undergraduate background makes 
Med Ps inferior doctors. 

“In fact, it is the Med Ps that arc 
the worst off," said Crucss. "They 
are the ones depriving themselves 
of a rewarding undergraduate 
education."

Students’ Society has decided it needs to spend $20 540 on a "Communications 
Committee,” which is going to produce its very own in-house newsletter. 

The proposed newsletter’s mandate is to “report specifically on the events of the 
SSMU,” and to “reflect the position of the SSMU council, therefore having no 
autonomy." Sounds like a duplicate of the Students’ Society owned and operated 
McGill Tribune, which cost students upwards of $9000 last year. 

The McGill Student Handbook, another example of questionable "media," 
published and edited by Students’ Society executives, was originally expected to 
carry a $9000 deficit, but this blossomed to $ 16 000 by lltc end of a summer of total 
mismanagement 

Generally speaking, the more media on a student campus, the better. Information 
dissemination is a crucial part of any democratic society, and a university is a place 
where serious discussion of relevant issues between students, faculty, and the 
community must have a reliable, public forum. 

But with the McGill Tribune, the Student Handbook, and the proposed chccr- 
lcadcr-in-print, money is running dirough our fingers at an alarming rate, yet we 
don’t seem to be getting any more media in die real sense of the term. 

The McGillTribuncis die 12-pagc weekly newspaper published by die Students', 
Society of McGill University. Its news coverage, generally the measure by which 
a newspaper is judged, is spotty and uneven. So far this year, the Tribune’s four 
issues have carried an average of four news stories each. 

The other mcasurcof a newspaper is its editorial page. Granted, an editorial page 
wordi reading is hard to come by anywhere, but delights like the Tribune’s 
“Disneyland Tapes” arc space filler like no space filler seen before. 

The Tribune’s mandate as an organ of Students’ Society is to provide complete 
council coverage and a forum for Students’ Society clubs. Were it doing this 
effectively dicrc would be no need to create a new mouth-piece for council. 

The Tribune is particularly offensive if you take a look at its budget and at its 
advertising revenue. Last year the Tribune carried a S9000 deficit. A newspaper 
budget is supposed to be a balance between advertising revenue and expenses. But 
in the latest issue of die Tribune, 13 of the 19 advertisements were for Students’ 
Society programs and activities. Which means Students’ Society gives money to, 
say, the programming network, (about $35 000 in subsidies budgeted for this year), 
and the programming network shuffles it over to the Tribune when it takes out an 
ad. 

It’s called "book cooking." What looks like 75 cents per student in Tribune 
deficits last year was actually a lot more than that. In any given issue of the Trib 
you’ll sec programming network ads, Tribune ads, ads to advertise in the Tribune, 
McGill Blood Drive ads, Gcrts Pub ads, ads for the Alley, etc. Just remember, you 
paid for them. 

All of those ads come out of the $1.1 million budget of Students’ Society, 
$856 000 of which comes from student fees. Most students give $56 to the S tudents’ 
Society on top of each year’s tuition. 

Our Students’ Society acts as a limited membership club all unto its own, yet it 
has lltc powers — and die monies — of a student government. It wouldn’t be fair to 
say Students’ Society doesn’t contribute to die quality of student life, that it doesn't 
attract plenty of bright and active students. But since we already pay for our very 
own Pravda, it should hardly be spending even more money on publicity. 

Since the Tribune is clearly dependent on student council for subsidies it will 
never bite the hand that feeds it. The Tribune would certainty be amenable to 
printing student council events, motions, decisions and opinions. That is what the 
Tribune was originally supposed to do. 

Why not scrap lltc newsletter and confine council news to another advertisement 
in lltc Tribune? It would certainly be cheaper, and the Trib could probably use the 
advertising revenue. Aside from repeatedly spending our money on its own 
promotion, Students’ Society promises to add more misleading fluff to a frighten- 
ingly high pile of mealy-mouthed Students’ Society “media.” 

Isn’t it a bit redundant to have a handbook produced by a dictatorial council, a 
spotty gladrag owned and operated by it, and now a newsletter with no other purpose 
but to publish its opinions? How much private media docs one council need?

BC schools funded 
by a lunatic

VICTORIA (CUP) — 
Enrollment at the University of 
Victoria is up again but the long 
waiting lists and oversluffed 
classrooms mean more than just a 
crowded campus — this lime the 
university is full. 

The university increased its 
enrollment limit by 350 for the 
period of May 1989 to April 1990 
without adding new classrooms. 

And at other schools in BC the 
situation is worse. 

Vancouver CommunityCollcgc 
has 800 students on waiting lists, 
Capilano College has a 2200 
potential students on hold while 
Douglas College filled all of its 
first year courses in less than a day, 
turning away hundreds. 

“Students will have to take 
courses they don’t want or need 
just to get a foot in die (college) 
door," said Aias Perez, president of 



the Douglas College Student 
Society. 

"BC has amongst the lowest 
post-secondary paru'eipation rales 
in Canada,” said Pam Frachc, chair 
of die Canadian Federation of 
Students’ Pacific Region, “and yet 
we can 't even accommodate those 
students who have made it to the 
gates.” 

Frachc said this year’s 
registration crunch “is not a surprise 
to anyone" since the same situation 
occurred last ycarand the provincial 
government has created relatively 
few new openings in the province’s 
post-secondary education srstem. 

“We’re just saturated," said U 
of Vic president Howard Pctch. 

Pctch said eight years of 
provincial restraint policies arc the 
main cause of campus congestion. 

There has been almost no new 
construction atUof Vic since 1981, 
Pctch said. And while enrollment 



went up 30 per cent government 
funding dropped by 13 per cent in 
the same period. 

“There's a limit to what you 
can pack into our buildings," he 
added. , 

Three new buildings arc slated 
for construction within 12 months, 
but this may be of scant relief to 
those struggling to gel into courses 
this September. 

"It’s a very confusing situation 
for students," history department 
official Karen Mclvor. ‘There arc 
over 1000 students on waiting lists 
for the 85 courses offered by the 
department this year. 

“Wehavcsomeclafscswihh40 
people and 60 people on the waiting 
list," she said. 

“You can’t get buildings 
overnight,” said Pctch. He said part 
of die delay in expanding the 
campus is because news of 
increased funds arrived in April, 
"too late” to do anything this year. 




Mistress of Arts degree?

MONTREAL (CUP) — 
Imagine this: a man studies 
Geoffrey Chaucer, 

Virginia Woolf and William 
Shakespeare. He graduates and is 
granted a Mastcrof Arts in English. 

Another student, female, also 
studiesGeoffrey Chaucer, Virginia 
Woolf, and William Shakespeare. 
She graduates and is granted a 
Mistress of Arts in English. 

Unlikely? If a Concordia 
University graduate student has her 
way, her degree will, indeed, read 
‘Mistress of Arts.’ 

English literature student 
Carolyn Gammon said the use of 
the word ‘Master’ to represent 
female graduate students and their 
academic work is sexist. She has 
made an official request to have the 
title of her degree changed. 

She has suggested that women 
ought also lo be able to receive a 
spinster of arts. 

"I want myself, my work, and 
those who have inspired it lo be 
reflected in the title of the degree I 
am to receive,” she said. "Female 
students have a right lo be fully and 
accurately represented by the 
degrees they earn at any university." 

Gammon was to graduate in 
May 1989 but her degree has been 
put on hold until the university 
makes a decision. 

She said ‘mistress’ has acquired 
sexual connotations while ‘master’ 
has lost little of its intent. “Any 
term that has been used for women 
is derogated to take sexual 
connotations," she said. “These 
words should not be mistreated and 



abused. 

"It’s about time that we 
reclaimed dicse terms. We have to 
take these connotations and wave 
them in die air." 

The Quebec education ministry 
would have to approve the change, 
which would apply to all 
universities. 

Concordia’s undergraduate 
Gender Equity committee, is 
reviewing Gammon’s ease. 

Committee member Graeme 
Dccaric said it may take years to 
conclude because “we can’t just 
decide to change the name of 
degree. 

“What we arc doing is creating 
a new degree because we arc 
changing a word that is not part of 
the present policy." 

He also said the committee may 
not see it as a priority. 

“There arc enormous problems 
facing women at Concordia, such 
as lack of women on faculty and 
pay equity. Is this important and 
can we afford lo put our resources 
behind it?” Dccaric asked. 

“It sounds like a simple request 
but it’s not just a question of saying, 
‘OK, we’re going to change it.’ It’s 
a request that will affect thousands 
of people." 

Gammon said she doesn’t mind 
waiting but thinks die name change 
should be a priority. 

“To say that it’s not a priority is 
in itself sexist. They think that 
because it’s just dealing with words 
it’s not a priority.” 

Gammon said she hopes other 
female students who see 
thcncccssityofobiaininga Mistress 
of Arts to come forth and also make 
a request.

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Students protest fee increases 



MONCTON (PEQ/CUP) — 
About 800 students at the Centre 
Universitaire de Moncton, in New 
Brunswick, showed up last spring 
to protest a move to raise tuition 
fees. 

So die university waited until 
May, when most students had left, 
to raise tuition five per cent from 
S 1600 to $1675 for this year. 

S tuden ts leaders say die increase 
is particularly unfair because the 
university’s operating grant went 
up about seven per cent. 

Tuition has more than doubled 
at Moncton from $750 in 1980 to 
$1675 this year. 

In 1979 and 1982, Moncton 
students organized a two-day strike 
and a one week occupation to protest 



tuition hikes. The administration 
responded by calling die police and 
expelling 12studcntsfororgani/.ing 
the occupation. 

The Centre Universitaire de 
Moncton is die largest university 
serving the Acadian population. Its 
3,000studcnts pay among Canada’s 
highest tuition fees. 

New Brunswick students also 
suffer from the province’s 
particularly stingy financial aid 
program. 

The mamximum a student can 
receive in financial assistance is 
$5,700, S3, 300 in loans. About 60 
pcrccntof Acadian sludcntsdcpcnd 
on financial aid, while only 32 per 
cent of anglophone New Brunswick 
students receive financial aid.
